Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
fills the 13 vacancies existing in 
the senate, he will have named 92 
members to the upper house during 
the 17 years he has been prime 


| minister. 


The 13th vacancy occurred May 


20, when B. F. Smith, Progressive 
Conservative senator for New 
Brunswick, died. There is one sen- 
ate vacancy for Prince Edward Is- 
land, one for New Brunswick, four 
for Quebec, four for Ontario, two 
for Manitoba and one for British 
Columbia. 

When Sir John A. Macdonald_ 
became prime minister after con- 
federation he named 72 senators 
to form the upper house. Later 
he named 92 to fill vacancies— 
the exact number Mr. King will 
have chosen when he fills those 
existing now. 1y 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier appointed 81 
senators, two more than Mr. King 
has so far named. Sir Robert Bor- 
den, in his Conservative and Union 
governments, named 61, Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen 15 and Lord Ben- 
nett 33 when he was prime minister. 
The present senate has 50 Liberal 
members, all appointed by Prime 
Minister King except for Senator 
William Harmer of Alberta, ap- 
pointed by Sir Robert Borden when 
he was head of the Union govern- 
ment. There are 33 Conservative 
senators.

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Penicillin Used 
To Help Combat 
Deadly Fever 


MEDICINE HAT, May 29-—(CP) 
—Penicillin, the “wonder drug,” 
was rushed to this point Sunday to 
combat deadly Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. 

It was given to Mrs. L. E. Schaef- 
fer, Redcliff, who is in General hos- 
pital suffering from the disease as 
the result of a bite from an infected 
wood tick. Mrs. Schaeffer's hus- 
band died of the disease Wednes- 
day, the first case of the disease in 
the area north of the South Sas- 
katchewan river. 


TO START SURVEY 

A crew of three men from the 
provincial department of health, 
under J. Brown, provincial entomol- 
ogist, will start Monday on a survey 
of the Redcliff area to ascertain in 
which regions the infected wood 
ticks are active. 

A mass vaccination of all persons 
living in the district west of Red- 
cliff and south of the railway line 
has been arranged for 2 p.m. Tues- 
day. 

The department of health crew 
will comb the underbrush of the 
district west of Redcliffe gathering 
wood ticks and examining them 
for infection. 

The bite of an adult wood tick, 
which has become infected, injects 
the organism of the disease into 
the human blood stream. The ticks 
pick up the infection from animals 
such as rabbits and deer, which are 
not affected by the disease. A fe- 
male wood tick can transmit the in- 
fection to her offspring.

livestock feed, the United States 
war food administration is pointing 
1945 farm production goals toward 
a sharp reduction in hogs, poultry, 
eggs, turkeys and cattle. 

Tentative plans provide for a con- 
tinued high level of field crops, but 
the prospective cut in livestock 
would reduce total farm and food 
production to a level between those 
of 1942 and 1943,

large reserves built up before the 
year. Those reserves have been 
used up and there is not enough 
land and manpower to expand feed 
production to levels which would

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Ford Asserts 
Greed Causes 
War, Depression 


By DAVID. J. WILKIE 

DETROIT, May 29. — (AP)— 
Henry Ford, who has hated war 
all his life, said Saturday that 
this war will be just a rehearsal 
for a more terrible combat, un- 
less: 

Greeds are eliminated; disunity 
in religion is overcome; national 
“boundary barriers” are levelled. 

And, he added, “we have pro- 
gressed so rapidly in developing 
machinery for killing people that 
humanity could not survive another 
war.” 

PUTS BLAME ON GREED 

Ford, who will be 81 years old 
July 30, saw greeds as the cause 
of wars and depressions and, with- 
out amplifying his view, said reli- 
gious disunity fosters greed. 

“The world,” he said in an in- 
terview, “ought to have a univer- 
sal currency for a universal econ- 
omy with a universal market. 
This would level the boundary: 
barriers between nations; it 
would be a long step toward a 
world federation, which we must 
have if there is to be peace and 
prosperity for these nations. 

“We know all the ways a feder- 
ation of the world cannot be achiev- 
ed. We know it can’t be done by 
force; it can't be done for greed and 
power. It can be done if a nation 
like ourselves will urge the idea and 
if the nations that are suffering for 
lack of a federation are given a 
free choice.” 


WARNS OF DEPRESSION 

“One of the things we must look 
out for now,” he said, “is that we 
don't have a depression after this 
war.” 

“There can and should be,” said 
Ford, “a peacetime use for all the 
factories built for war production. 
None of them need be idie and 
there need be no idieness any- 
where after the war, | think there 
will be a job in the factory or on 
the farm for everybody who 
wants to work.” 

Asserting that “every single thing 
grown can be used in industry,” he 
said economic fluctuations could be 
levelled off by periodical shifts of 
workers from factory to farm. 


SEES MUCH WORK 

Noting that as a result of the 
war, there will be “more work to 
be done than ever before,” Ford 
said: 

“So long as there is no manipu- 
lation on the part of the greedy 
to prevent a proper day's pay be- 
ing paid for a useful day’s work, 
we shall enjoy greater production 
and greater consumption than 
ever.”

But unless Canada 
were prepared to accept British 
coal, automobiles, textiles or ma- 
chine tools in exchange for exports 
to her, “we will have no long-term 
meat, grain or lumber contracts 
with the United Kingdom.”

COMMANDER KNOWN 
AS R.C.A.F, PIONEER 

Recognized as one of the pion- 
eers of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, Air Vice-Marshal T. A. Law- 
rence, air officer commanding No. 
2, Training Command, started his 
service career in the last war as a 
private in the army. 

Born in Ontario, Air-Vice-Mar- 
shall Lawrence attended school 
in Barrie. He enlisted in the 76th 
Battalion in 1915, going overseas 
the following February. After a 
period of service in the ranks in 
France he joined the Royal Fly- 
ing Corps in 1917, and was com- 
missioned with the Royal Air 
Force in 1918 In France he 
served as a pilot with the 24th 
Fighter Squadron. 

Back in Canada after the war he 
became associated with the Cana- 
dian Air Board in 1919 and subse- 
quently with the R.C.A.F, He was 
in charge of air operations on a 
sixteen-month mapping and recon- 
naissance expedition to the Hudson 
Straits in 1927 and 1928. Later he 
was at Camp Borden and on liaison 
duty to the R.A.F, at the Air Minis- 
try in London. The A.O.C. took an 
Army Co-operation course at Old 
Sarum in England and also had a 
part in early air mail flying opera- 
tions in the Maritimes. Service at 
a number of stations followed be- 
fore he went to Ottawa as Director 
of Plans and Operations shortly 
before the outbreak of war. 

At command headquarters since 
April, 1942, Air Vice-Marshal Law- 
rence arrived in the capacity of 
officer-in-charge of administration 
with the rank of Group Captain, 
He was appointed Air Commodore 
in June, 1942, and became Air Offi- 
cer Commanding in January, 1943, 
His promotion to Air Vice-Marshal 
took place in the spring of that 
year. 


Creation of the new command is 
seen as significant of the large air 
development in this part of Can- 
ada. 

Group Capt. V. H. Patriarche, 
A.F.C., officer commanding the 
Northwest Staging Route, said on 
Monday that the new arrangement 
is to facilitate and speed up admin- 
istration procedure.

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Unused Living Quarters 


In Edmonton the peculiar situation ex- 
ists that while houses and apartments are 
almost unobtainable by would-be renters, 
there are a considerable number of resi- 
dential buildings which are not occupied 
and may be torn down. The buildings of 
course are army huts and other military 
structures no longer required for the pur- 
poses for which they were built. 

The city is trying to secure a number 
of these, with a view to reconditionin 
them for civilian use. Provided the cost o 
making the necessary alterations is not 
excessive, that should help to relieve the 
housing congestion, at least during the 
summer. And by the time cold weather re- 
turns, houses now building and projected 
should be ready for use, Even a tempor- 
ary easement of the situation is important. 

It is to be hoped that it will be pos- 
sible to make arrangements for using these 
now empty buildings and to fit them up 
for civilian accommodation at not too 
heavy expense. 


New Trade Fields 


Canada is to raise its legations in Chile 
and Peru to the rank of embassies, and 
those countries will respond by appointing 
ministers to represent them at Ottawa. 
These of course are further steps toward 
the expansion of trade between the Dom- 
inion and South America, a continent with 
which we have had little commerce in the 
past but are in prospect of doing consider- 
able business in future. 

The trade-seeking journeys which Hon. 
J. A. Mackinnon made to the southern 
continent have already met with worth- 
while success and promise far larger re- 
sults, Chile and Peru are not mainly agri- 
cultural countries, and the opportunity to 
find markets there for Canadian farm pro- 
ducts should be good. Peru in particular 
is a highly mineralized region, while Chile 
is the world’s largest source of nitrate. To 
what extent their products will be directly 
exchangeable for Canadian goods only time: 
can show. 

Since both these countries lie on the 
west side of South America, trade with 
them will naturally flow largely through 
our Pacific ports, That is likely to be true 
particularly of our exports of farm pro- 
ducts, a matter of direct interest to farmers 
in British Columbia one Alberta. 


More Nazi Troops Tied Up 


Bulgaria is not at war with Russia, but 
seems fairly likely to soon be technically 
at war with that country—as it already 
is with Britain and the United States— 
and actually at war with a German oc- 
cupation army. The Bulgarian government 
is pro-Hitler, but its people are racially 
akin to the Russians and have no reason 
whatever to be hostile to either Britain or 
the United States. 

Bulgaria has played only a minor role 
in Hitler's war. It grabbed territory from 
Greece and Yugoslavia when the Nazis 
over-ran those countries, without doing any 
of the fighting. It has supplied suppres- 
sion garrisons in these two countries and 
thus freed German troops for use else- 
where, but that is about the extent of its 
help to the Fuehrer. Apparently this has 
not convinced Adolf that the Nazi rulers 
at Sofia can keep the Bulgarians in the 
war, if they. can even keep themselves in 
power; and he is filling the country with 
occupation troops. 

This is something the Allies need not 
worry about. If Istanbul reports are cor- 
rect, five Nazi divisions have been sent to 
Sofia to reinforce the two already there. 
If seven enemy divisions have to be kept 
tied up there in order to keep the remote 
satellite state in the Axis orbit, there will 
be that many fewer to deal with on the 
fronts where fighting has to be done. 

Bulgaria as a rebellious puppet state 
may be more useful to the Allies than if it 
broke with the enemy and joined them. If 
it did not help the Allies any more than it 
has helpd Hitler its sudden conversion 
would not add any divisions to our fight- 
ing forces. 


The Tar Sands 


Some facts given in the Commons by 
Hon. T, A. Crerar show the progress that 
is being made in testing out the possibility 
of developing the McMurray tar sands on 
a commercial basis. The investigation up 
to date had cost $766,000, and $500,000 
more was asked to continue the research, 

The separation plant, the minister said, 
is practically completed and ready for op- 
eration, The refinery would be completed 
about September 1st. It would have a 
capacity of 600 tons of the sands per day. 
The refinery was not to be operated for 
commercial purposes, but for experimental 
use, 

Analysis of a sample of the tar sands 
had showed these to contain 22 per cent of 
aviation gasoline of 100 
standard, 17 per cent of motor fuel oil of 
73 or 74 per cent octane rating, and nearly 
17 per cent of cheaper fuel oils. Experience 
had shown the sands to “stand the test of 
time” as road-making material. 

It can be assumed from this that in 
about six months there will be definite 
knowledge as to the practicability and cost 
of extracting the oil from the sands on a 
commercial scale.

The record shows that cost 
has not been allowed to interfere with the 
research being made conclusive. It also 
shows there are good prospects that the 
outcome will be favorable. 


It is estimated that the Jap army which 
“invaded India” was 30,000 strong. It lost 
10,000 men killed and wounded in jungle 
fighting before the defence lines were 
heavily attacked. The survivors are liter- 
ally fighting for their lives—or a brief and 
uncertain prolongation of their lives. If 
they can take Imphal they may camp there 
through the monsoon season. Otherwise 
they will have to back-track under threat- 
ening or pouring skies, with the Gurkhas 
on their trail—probably only to find Stil- 
well's paratroop army holding the bases 
from which they set out on the Aracan 
adventure. y 


Against the delay that a week of 
broken weather caused in winding up 
gardening operations and seeding on the 
farms over a large part of Alberta, is to be 


placed the checking of the forest fires 
which were eating up timber in several 
areas in the north-westerly section of the 
province. The rain and snow came to the 


‘aid of the fire-fighters and the situation 


appears to be in hand now so far as Alberta 
is concerned, That more than balances the 
account. 


——— 

Soerabaja, the Jap-held base in Java, 
was brought back into the news by a 
smashing air attack which caught the 
garrison by surprise, did wide damage 
ashore, and crippled ten enemy ships ahd 
two floating drydocks. A significant fact 
is that the attacking forces were made up 
of bombers and carrier planes from the 
commands of Admiral Nimitz, General 
MacArthur and Lord Mountbatten. That 
was the first time forces from the three 
commands joined in a three-way operation. 
The Indian ocean has apparently been freed 
of formidable Jap naval units, since Mount- 
batten’s carriers can now operate so far 
from home waters.

To have 
withheld that recognition would 
have been to repudiate their entire 
courageous stand, 


But it was not only an act of 
justice. It was something even 
more rare—an act of common 
sense. 

To inflict the Allied Military 
Government of Occupied Terri- 
tories upon reconquered France 
would be to plunge the French peo- 
ple into further confusion, It would 
be an invitation to every French 
political minority—and there are 
plenty of them—to endeavor to 
seize power, perhaps by violence. 


The only way France can be 
made a quick asset to the United 
Nations when she is again wrested 
from the grasp of the Nazis is by 
restoring her national self-respect 
in an orderly and lawful way. 


Charles de Gaulle and his Com- 
mittee of Liberation is the only 
group capable of fulfilling that 
essential purpose. It is the only 
group that truly represents the 
spirit of the French people. It is 
the only group that truly symbol- 
izes the real unconquerable France, 


Mr. Eden’s announcement, then, 
was in my opinion one of the 
significant highlights of the week,

There was still acrimonious argu- 
ment, this week, over the recent 
suggestion of Mr. H. G. Wells that 
Adolf Hitler should not be put to 
death, after the war, but confined 
in some second rate asylum for the 
insane, 

Bitter opposition was offered to 
this proposal, in England an“ else- 
where, by those who still think of 
the culmination of the war in the 
terms of grand opera. They have 
a picture in their minds of the roll- 
ing of drums as the heads of the 
Nazi criminals fall, one by one, in 
some ornate international basket. 


Certainly, many of these criminals 
should undergo the capital penalty, 
But I agree entirely with Mr, Wells 
that to make a dramatic spectacle 
of these acts of justice would suit 
the Wagnerian temperament of the 
German people right down to the 
ground, 

The Germans have a morbid 
genius for the superficial signifi- 
cance of martyrdom. A_ violent 
death, in the Wagnerian tradition, 
is the best foundation for fame. 
Even Horst Wessel, who lived off 
the avails of prostitution, managed 
to become a Nazi demi-god because 
some desperate citizen shot him to 
death in a particularly dramatic 
way, 

And if Hitler becomes the tragic 
hero of a Wagnerian day of 
Vengeance, the Germans will be 
working miracles at his tomb inside 
ten years. 

Mr. Wells is right when he says 
that Hitler must be treated with 
ignominy. He must be deflated, 
humiliated,

I remember the case, some fifteen 
or twenty years ago, when the 
gangsters were flourishing in Chi- 
cago, how a desperado pal of Dion 
O'Banion came to the end of his 
power. This fellow was the great- 
est power in the underworld. He 
had killed many men. He carried, 
not two guns, but three, 

The word went out that the Chi- 
cago police were after him and he 
was located one night in a popular 
restaurant, eating his dinner with 
a bevy of beautiful girls and a 
horde of gunmen, 

Suddenly the restaurant doors 
swung open and one lone under- 
sized city detective stood in the en- 
trance, All the customers dropped 
to the floor and crawled under 
tables. They anticipated the gun 
battle of the century. 

But this lone undersized detec- 
tive produced no gun. Instead, 
with a broad grin on his face, he 
nonchalantly approached the gang- 
ster, and, while the bodyguard 
gaped, he slapped him once, twice, 
thrice, across the face with his bare 
hands and finished by kicking him 
vigorously out the door. 

And that was the end of the 
three-gun badman. He couldn't 
stand humiliation, 

It seems to me that this kind of 
treatment for Hitler would put a 
pretty definite quietus on the 
legend of his heroic genius, 

Poseurs can stand practically 
anything but a simple kick in the 
pants,

Last Wednesday Canada cele- 
brated Empire Day, which used to 
be Victoria Day because it is the 
birthday of Queen Victoria, 

Now I entertain very violent per- 
sonal objections to that confusion 
of Empire Day with Victoria Day 
because the kind of empire that 
took shape under the reign of that 
illustrious monarch is the kind of 
empire we want to diligently avoid 
today, ‘ 

The empire of Queen Victoria 
was a hit, grab and run affair that 
bears absolutely no relation to our 
present conceptions of empire, 

Moreover, while the good queen 
possessed certain admirable qual- 
ities, she certainly was not the type 
of sovereign to whose name should 
be attached the festival of the 
greatest international common- 
wealth on earth 

In other words, Queen Victoria's 
name connotes certain qualities 
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and’ practices and states of mind 
whose association adds no lustre to 
our modern ideas of empire, 


You will understand that in thus 
referring to Queen Victoria, I am 
not referring to the institution of 
royalty about which I shall have 
something to say next Saturday 
night. 

Royalty, with all its virtues and 
advantages, would be intolerable 
were we not able to separate, in 
our minds, the individual from the 
institution, the throne from the 
occupant thereof. 


Canadians have every reverence 
and respect for royalty. They re- 
serve the right to say what they 
think about royal persons.

That is why I take the liberty 
of saying that, in my humble opin- 
ion, Queen Victoria was a very tire- 
some and headstrong old lady 
whose qualities should not be 
superimposed, even in the matter 
of a birthday, upon such an im- 
portant subject as modern im- 
perialism. 


It may be true, to some extent, 
that Queen Victoria suffers from 
some of the more absurd implica- 
tions of her age. On the other 
hand, it is also true that she in- 
spired some of these Victorian 
qualities, The ridiculous puritan- 
ism of the Victoriun age—always a 
crime against humanity — most 
assuredly stemmed from the 
queen's personal convictions, And 
it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that the deadly dullness of that 
frightful ‘period received some en- 
couragement from the fact that the 
royal lady shut herself up in 
Windsor Castle for the best years 
of her life to mourn, in‘ zealous 
monotony, the excellent Albert, 
who, after all, was not excellent 
enough to plunge a whole nation 
into two decades of polite and 
funereal frigidity, 


Victorian architecture, Victorian 
furniture and Victorian styles in 
furnishings and dress all reflect 
that drab and dismal period domi- 
nated by a ruler stubbornly de- 
voted to morbidity. Even Victorian 
manners had a flavor of the pro- 
fessional mortician about them. 

And no age in the earth's history 
had developed to a finer point the 
sombre art of taking its pleasures 
sadly, 

* * * 


Even the putting together of an 
empire was attended by something 
of the same sickly propriety. 

It was true it was an age ‘of ad- 
venture and expansion. But the 
robust young men of England and 
Scotland and Ireland went out to 
the ends of the earth, not in any 
burst of imperial zeal, but simply 
to get away from the damnable 
pall of artificial formalism that had 
fallen over the unhappy country. 

And who wouldn't travel to the 
ends of the earth to escape horse- 
hair sofas’ and clinging-vine wo- 
men? Who wouldn't venture into 
the fastnesses of the wilderness to 
get away from wax flowers under 
glass and the suffocating gloom of 
Victorian manners? 

Well, the young men went away 
and planted the Union Jack in the 
far corners of the earth—and the 
Empire grew. But Victorian Eng- 


land was even imperial-minded in 


a melancholy way, 

The great- Disraeli offered the 
Empire to Victoria, not as a glor- 
ious privilege and opportunity for 
expanding civilization and world 
enlightenment, but as one might 
offer a bouquet of heliotrope to 
cheer up an elderly invalid. 

The finest criticism of Victoria's 
reign is implicit in the reign of the 
seventh Edward with its gorgeous 
vulgarities. The world has never 
been so gay and so charming again. 


* * * 


I hope I'm not being extreme 
about this. I should hate to ex- 
aggerate. But I do think it is a 
tremendous libel on our fine and 
vibrant imperialism that it should 
be connected up, in any way, with 
the sham, the hypocrisies and the 
poisonous propriety of the Vic- 
torian age. 

That is why I deplore and view 
with alarm the chronological coin- 
cidence of Victoria Day and Em- 
pire Day. 

For surely our imperialism has 
grown beyond the point of conceiv- 
ing it to be a monument to the in- 
herent superiority of the British 
race, Surely it stands for some- 
thing a great deal more than a tri- 
bute to the right of Britons and 
Canadians and Australians to rule 
the so-called inferior peoples. 

For me the Empire is a glorious 
thing, not because it stands for 
might or power or national glory, 
but because it stands as an ex- 
ample of what can be done among 
nations of good will. 

Surely it is obvious that if the 
British Empire, with no political 
ties, cannot be successful, how can 
any greater post-war amalgamation 
of nations be successful. 

If the British Empire, with only 
the one ideological denominator of 
the Throne, cannot be made to 
work, what hope is there for a 
workable league of nations or any 
other international formation de- 
signed to keep the peace of the 
world? What hope is there?

Mr. Churchill and the council of 
British prime ministers in London 
did quite right to sheer away from 
defining the Empire too closely, 
There was too much exotic defin- 
ing and patriotic humbug about 
the Empire in Victoria’s day. 

The Empire is an organic growth, 
not a laboratory creation built by 
deliberate synthesis and formula- 
tion, 

And the Empire today does not 
lend itself to the bombast of its 
Victoria protagonists. It is a Greek 
empire, as distinguished from the 
Roman, carrying to the ends of the 
earth, not conquest, but culture, 
not the divine right of the British 
to rule, but the divine right of hu- 
manity to enlightenment and lib- 
erty, 

It is something, not to boast 
about, but to be exceedingly humble 
about, 

G. K. Chesterton once laid down 
the very sound proposition that if 
he were handed the job of finding 
a king for a country he would re- 
ject the applications of all those 
who wanted to be king and seek 
out the one man in all the réalm,

if there were such a person, who 
honestly didn’t believe he was fit 
to be king. 


And that,’ of course, is so 
poignantly true. Humility is always 
the first requisite for power, 

There is something revolting, 
then, about the boisterous if sanc- 
timonious greediness of Victorian 
imperialists. The smugly arrogant 
motto, “What we have, we hold”, 
does indicate a certain robustness 
of the ego. What we require is 
something that indicates a robust- 
ness of the soul—something that 
indicates a consciousness of past 
imperial sins and a resolve to in- 
spire a more unselfish imperial 
future, something, perhaps, in the 
nature of a confession: 

Mea culpa! Mea maxima culpa! 
That’s the beginning of greatness.

Suggestions on Hom 


When Young Folk Are 
With Parents They Must 


Defer to Them

All of us are aware that many 
houses today are sheltering the 
second generation because of the 
war, 

In many cases young people are 
being married before the young 
man leaves for the service and the 
bride goes to live with his people 
or her own. In either case the 
newlyweds make the old home 
theirs. 

Complications are bound to en- 
sue when the young folks live with 
the old folks. But from experience 
has come the wisdom that there 
cannot be two heads to a house- 
hold. One woman must give way 
to the other for the sake of har- 
mony. And since the young woman 
is really a guest in the house, even 
though that house was her old 
home, it is she who should make 
the adjustments that are necessary. 

For some this might be extremely 
difficult, but it is she who should 
shoulder all the responsibility for 
the smooth working of the house- 
hold, eliminating herself as much 
as possible and being as helpful as 
she can be. This calls for unselfish 
adjustment but that is not too much 
to expect under the circumstances. 


Don’t Upset Routine 


When the new baby comes, the 
household routine must be adjusted 
once more.

adjust to the necessities of the in- 
fant's well-being. His hours must 
be respected, his food, bottles, 
laundry and care must come first. 
All the life of the household must 
be adjusted to the needs of the 
child so that he thrives happily. 

This shouldn't be as difficult as 
it seems, The young mother can 
arrange time schedules and rou- 
tines that stay set for some time to 
come, and the head of the house- 
hold, usually the elder mother, ad- 
justs her routine accordingly, But 
the routine must stay set and it is 
the duty of the young mother to see 
that they are strictly followed so as 
not to get in the avay more than is 
necessary. 

If bottles are to sterilized in the 
evening after dinner, it will not do 
to let them go and do them in the 
morning when the elder mother is 
busy with breakfast and other 
morning kitchen chores. That 
brings trouble as well as other dis- 
regard of household customs. 

When the infant begins to get 
about the house, the young mother 
must assume the obligation of see- 
ing that he does not upset the 
whole household, And no matter 
how much grandmother adores 
your offspring he must not be al- 
lowed to get underfoot in the kit- 
chen in working hours. 

Older folks do not like to be dis- 
turbed at mealtime, so he should 
not creep about the dining room at 
mealtime, getting in the way and 
endangering himself and others. A 
sensibly routined day settles such 
matters. 

The elder mother’s ways are to 
be respected, and her belongings 
guarded. As long as the young

people remain in the house they 
are guests and should behave ac- 
cordingly. 

This is for the child's sake as well 
as for the grownups. No child 
thrives in anatmosphere af discord, 
So preserve the peace.

Paine, The Forgotten Man 


By J, H. GRAY 

It is no trick at all, in the course 
of a day’s meandering in Washing- 
ton, to locate a statue or memorial 
of just about every American who 
ever amounted to anything. To a 
Canadian alien, some of the not- 
ables are well known. We remem- 
ber Huey Long, Sam Gompers and 
Cardinal Gibbons, There is a faint 
recollection of others, General 
Jackson, General Sherman, Count 
Pulaski, John Paul Jones. Others, 
such as Francis Asbury, Dr. Hahne- 
mann, John Witherspoon and Jos- 
eph Henry, are names and nothing 
more, 

But in all Washington we could 
find no monument, no memorial, 
no tablet, no perpetuated memory 
of one man who cut so tremendous 


a swath through early American 
history. That man was Thomas 
Paine, a fabulous personage if 


there ever was one. 

Without him, in the view of some 
experis, there might never have 
been an independent United States. 
In 1775 he was an obscure editor of 
a paper in Philadelphia, Within a 
year he was known from one end 
of the 13 colonies to the other, His 
incendiary pamphlet, “Common 
Sense,” was the torch which roused 
the country to an inflamed crusade 
for independence. 

Overnight Paine became the 
pamphleteer of the revolution, His 
“Common Sense” ran through edi- 
tion after edition in a matter of 
weeks. Several hundred thousand 
copies of it circulated from hand 
to hand through the country. Be- 
fore it, the talk had all been about 
redressing wrongs. After it, noth-

When the war came, Paine en- 
listed in Washington's regiment. 
When the fortunes of the colonies 
were at their lowest, it was Paine 
who roused them with his pamph- 
lets entitled “The American Crisis” 
which opened with these now im- 
mortal lines: 

“These are the times which try 
men’s souls, The summer soldier 
and the sunshine patriot will, in 
this hour, shrink from the service 
of his country, ...” 

After the revolution, he went to 
England to display an iron bridge 
he had invented. There he wrote 
his most famous book—"The Rights 
of Man.” For this he was outlawed. 
He fled to France, where he was 
welcomed boisterously and elected 
to the Chamber of Deputies. His 
effort to save the life of King Louis 
got him thrown into prison. He 
missed the guillotine by the merest 
fluke, 

In prison he wrote “The Age of 
Reason,” a mildly critical attack 
on revealed religion. This got him 
labelled an atheist, which he was 
not, and when he died in New 
Rochelle, N.Y., in 1809, it was some- 
thing of a relief to his neighbors. 
Ten years later, William Corbett 
took his remains to England. There 


were scattered over the country.

So far as the ordinary American 
is concerned, Paine has been ex- 
punged from recorded history. Yet 
though the history books ignore 
him, and shrine attendants scratch 
their heads dubiously, his soul goes 
marching on, In times of stress, 
editors and statesmen turn instince 
tively to his writings for hearten- 
ing themes.

There is no formal memorial to 
Thomas Paine, to the man who 
sought to carry the fight for free- 
dom into the most entrenched 
tyrannies, Yet somewhere in a 
north Atlantic convoy a grimy little 
Liberty ship plows steadily through 
the water. It may be filled with 
food, or guns, or clothes or airplane 
parts. It follows the course Tom 
Paine once followed as a soldier 
of freedom. That ship is named for 
him—the Thomas Paine. 

Of all the monuments the Am- 
erican people could have built to 
his memory, we think that Paine 
himself would have chosen this 
one, A Liberty ship named Thomas 
Paine, plodding through the seas 
with supplies which will help some 
day to liberate the continent Paine 
stormed for freedom 150 years ago,

That is 
how his mind functions, and he is 
dealing in weapons and methods to 
which he is accustomed, 


From the vantage point of an air- 
man it looks quite different. If 
the airmen had been able to make 
their views manifest and had equal 
responsibility and authority to de- 
fend their views, they might have 
argued for a different channeling 
of our available resources. Instead 
of 150 billions in naval force to es- 
cort three billions in air force, they 
might have urged 40 or 50 billions 
for big land-based aviation capable

NORTHWEST FRONTIER 
PROVINCE, India, May 29—(AP) 
—All’s quiet along the Afghan 
frontier, where larceny is a na- 
tional pastime and the ambition of 
all upright youth is to grow up 
to be an honest throat-slitter.

MONOTONY DANGER 

It was three weeks of monotony 
and danger amid mountains so 
rocky it often was impossible to dig 
slit trenches and.the men had to 
protect themselves behind rock 
piles called sangars. The enemy 
held heights that enabled him to 
see practically every movement 
made by day. 

The men had to lie silent all 
day long, move from houses, dug- 
outs and sangars at night to hold 
down their defensive positions. 
They were supplied by jeep train 
over roads fully exposed to Ger- 
man artillery. 

The Canadian role was just part 
of a screen behind which Lt.-Gen, 
Sir Oliver Leese regrouped his 8th 
Army for the successful assault 
against the Gustav and Hitler lines. 


FORCES JUMBLED 

In those weeks of preparation the 
forces were constantly jumbled and 
switched. The Canadians, for in- 
stance, were placed directly under 
the command of Lt.-Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard Freyberg's New Zealand divi- 
sion and a commander of one of 
their regiments, the Westminsters, 
was given a battalion of Italian 
marines to add to his own.

| tubes or he “wouldn't be here to tell 
the tale,” he said. 

Still slightly dazed, he and the 
stoker tried to connect up the hose 
to fight the fire blazing in the stern. 

“When I looked up at where I 
had been standing by my gun, 
there was just nothing there, It 
had been blasted away.” 

The two men couldn't get any 
pressure from the hose and started 
forward to the electric pumps 
where they found the fuses had 
blown. Getting an electrician they 
had the pumps fixed and started 
back to their hose when they heard 
someone asking for volunteers to 
take the primers out of depth 
charges which were: still in the 
throwers at the stern. 

Savage and his stoker friend 
started back to do the job when 
the ammunition by the guns 
started going off. 

“it looked just like the 24th of 
| May ard it was hopeless to get 
| through so | did a flat spin and 

started forward again, Just as 
| got midships the second tor- 
pedo hit. The blast shot wreck- 
age high in the air and | was 
flattened by a piece of the 
funnel. After things had quit 
falling | sang out to my stoker 
friend, but there was no answer.” 
He said he was pretty dazed and 
didn’t seem to realize just how 
serious things were.
